Today Answer Guy answers some critical questions 
about our American language. 


Dear Answer Guy, 
Q: It’s hot weather season again, and as I do every year, 
I wonder why do they call it an “air conditioner’? 
A: Why do they call w/atanairconditioner? Hahahahaha. 
No, really — the cooling device you refer to actually provides

Friends called 
an ambulance which rushed him to 
a nearby hospital where he was 
treated and released.

July Floods 


Lingering moisture in the 
fe wake of tropical storm 

Alberto brought further 
severe flooding to several parts of 
the southeastern United States. 
President Clinton declared portions 
of central and southem Georgia, 
Alabama, and northem Florida dis- 
aster areas. 

Heavy rainstorms rumbling over 
Romania killed thousands of farm 
animals and ruined much of the 
country’s wheat crop. Torrential 
rain, gales, and egg-sized hail- 
stones damaged houses and 
washed away roads. 

Southeastem ran _ suffered 
another roundof flooding, which offi- 
cials say has leveled 18 villages, 
killed livestock and damaged the 
region’s agriculture. 


Eruptions 


A series of eruptions by 
a Anak Krakatau (Krakatoa) 

Volcano since 1992 has 
destroyed all animal and plant life on 
the island. Djodi Mochtar, an official 
responsible for the island's nature 
preserve, said the volcano has 
grown by almost 100 feet during the 
same period. Djodi does not plan to 
release any new fauna around the 
mountain since Anak Krakatau is 
still erupting with minor quakes and 
spewing dangerous lava, stones, 
sand, and ash. 

Volcanic ash rained down on 
several parts of the resort island of 
Bali from Mount Barujari Volcano, 
located on nearby Lombok Island. 


Earthquakes 
A powerful temblor caused 
KK landslides and extensive 
damage to buildings in the 
Pacific island state of Vanuatu.
